SELECTMEN'S  SUMMARY  AND 
RECOMMENDATIONS 


As  we  end  the  year  1950  and  enter  1951  we  find  ourselves 
once  more  in  the  midst  of  transition  from  peacetime  to  war- 
time economy,  with  all  the  headaches  and  troublesome  prob- 
lems such  a  change  is  bound  to  make  in  both  our  private 
lives  and  community  welfare.  In  making  up  a  town  budget 
for  the  next  twelve  months  it  is  difficult  to  foresee  what  the 
future  holds  in  store,  or  what  new  or  increased  demands 
may  be  made  upon  our  facilities.  Of  one  thing  we  may  be 
sure,  that  rising  prices  of  almost  all  commodities  will  not 
make  the  costs  of  maintaining  town  services  any  less,  or  the 
tax  load  any  lighter. 

We  were  fortunate  in  1950  to  keep  the  tax  rate  down  to 
$46.40,  a  welcome  drop  from  the  $51.00  rate  of  the  preced- 
ing year.  Higher  costs  did  bring  overdrafts  of  some  appro- 
priations, but  the  town's  balance  sheet  surplus  decreased  onlv 
a  net  of  $423.18.  Assets  still  exceed  liabilities  by  $7,439.33. 

Candidates  Must  File.  We  again  remind  you  that  candi- 
dates for  town  of^ces  must  file  with  the  town  clerk  not  later 
than  6  p.  m.,  Monday,  March  5tJi,  so  that  their  names  will  be 
printed  on  the  ballots.  Filing  fee  is  $1.00  if  the  ofiice  sought 
carries  a  salary. 

As  the  school  district  also  adopted  the  Non-Partisan  Ballot 
at  the  1950  meeting,  candidates  for  school  district  offices 
must  also  file  by  the  same  date  with  Mrs.  Marie  N.  Rising, 
clerk  of  the  district. 

Separate  ballots  will  be  provided  for  town  and  school  dis- 
trict, with  voting  on  both  continuous  from  9  a.  m.  to  6  p.  m. 

Town  ballots  will  also  carry  Article  No.  2,  relative  to 
"Beano,"  from  now  on  unless  the  law  is  amended. 

Town  Meeting  Day,  falls  on  Tuesday,  March  13th.  The 
program : 

Polls  open  for  voting  (town  and  school),  9  a.  m.  to  6  p.  m. 
Voting  on  town  questions  and  appropriations,  starts  10  a.  m. 
School  district  meeting,  starts  2  p.  m. 

Town  Hall.  Improvements  in  the  front  entrance  hall,  and 
the  new  main  doors  with  panic  hardware,  add  greatly  to  the 
attractiveness  of  our  town  hall  as  a  meeting  place.  Incident- 
ally, the  new  rosewood  doors  came  from  the  old  Hotel  Tou- 
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raine  in  Boston,  provided  without  cost  through  courtesy  of 
James  Humphrey.  Other  improvements  include  painting  of 
the  two  rest  rooms,  bubbler  drinking  fountains  in  each,  and 
new  electric  outlets  at  the  rear  of  the  hall.  The  last  were  pro- 
vided by  courtesy  of  the  American  Legion  Auxiliary. 

Soon  we  will  need  to  purchase  additional  chairs  for  the 
town  hall.  The  present  chairs  are  old,  much  repaired,  and 
their  number  is  decreasing  steadily. 

.liidreii'S  House.  This  was  sold  late  in  the  season  to  Air. 
and  Mrs.  Charles  Jones  of  Proctor  Academy  for  $3,000. 
Your  selectmen  faithfully  carried  out  the  directive  of  the 
town  to  advertise  and  attempt  to  sell  by  sealed  bids.  When 
the  scheme  proved  a  "dud"  we  assumed  the  responsibility  of 
selling  at  private  sale.  We  welcome  Mr.  and  IMrs.  Jones  as 
full  time  residents. 

Wages  and  Salaries.  The  town  wage  for  common  labor 
has  remained  at  80c  per  hour  for  a  number  of  years,  which 
has  also  been  the  rate  paid  by  the  state.  Effective  Januar\ 
20th  we  have  increased  the  town  rate  to  90c  per  hour  to 
coincide  with  the  state  rate. 

We  feel  that  any  changes  in  the  salaries  and  remunerations 
of  elected  officials  should  be  made  by  the  town  and  not  by 
the  selectmen.  For  your  information  there  is  given  below  a 
schedule  of  present  rates,  for  any  discussion  and  action 
which  the  town  may  wish  to  take. 

Selectmen,  $5.60  per  day  and  mileage  of  6c  per  mile. 

Town  Clerk,  $70  .salary,  plus  commissions  and  expenses. 

Town  Treasurer,  $100  salary,  plus  expenses. 

Tax  Collector,  1  %  of  collections,  with  no  expense  account. 

Election  officials,  $6.00  per  election. 

District  Nurse,  $2,000  annual  salary. 

We  would  recommend  that  in  future  the  tax  collector  be 
allowed  a  flat  $40  expense  allowance  in  addition  to  commis- 
sion, to  partly  cover  printing  of  tax  bills,  attending  required 
meetings,  and  returning  receipted  tax  bills  where  postage  'S 
not  enclosed  with  payment. 

Civil  Defense.  Near  the  front  of  this  book  you  will  find  a 
list  of  key  personnel  in  the  Andover  Civil  Defense  Organi- 
zation, as  it  has  been  built  up  by  Director  Roland  W.  Bur- 
bank. 

All  cities  and  towns  were  directed  by  Governor  Adams  and 
State  Director  Admiral  Browning  to  set  up  such  organiza- 
tions, to  train  some  personnel,  and  to  gather  certain  pertinent 
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information  on  local  conditions    and    resources.    What  new 
duties  ma}'  fall  upon  this  group  only  time  can  tell;  we  sin- 
cerely hope  none.  We  do  want  to  compliment  Director  Bur- 
bank  on  the  workmanlike  job  he  has  done  in  gettin.s^  his  or 
ganization  together. 

While  the  financial  needs  of  this  organization  may  not  be 
very  great,  we  feel  that  the  town  should  raise  and  appropri- 
ate $100  to  cover  any  necessary  civil  defense  expense  which 
may  occur. 

JVorkiiien's  Conipcnsation  Insurance.  From  time  to  time 
the  question  crops  up  whether  the  town  should  insure  its 
employees,  especially  in  the  highway  and  tire  departments. 
At  present  only  the  volunteer  firemen  have  any  coverage  ar 
all,  and  that  is  a  very  limited  protection  afforded  by  a  $1.00 
per  man  payment  to  the  N.  H.  Firemen's  Association. 

Many  towns  and  cities  have  adopted  the  provisions  of  the 
N.  H.  Workmen's  Compensation  Act,  and  protect  their  lia- 
bility by  insurance.  As  many  more  carry  no  liability  cover- 
age. This  is  a  payroll  type  of  insurance. 

Full,  on-the-job,  medical  coverage,  plus  two-third's  weekly 
pay  for  loss  of  time  after  first  seven  days,  and  for  up  to  three 
hundred  weeks  as  a  death  benefit,  would  cost  the  Town  of 
Andover  the  amounts  given  below,  based  on  1950  payrolls.

Greatest  demand  for  accident  protection  has  come  from 
members  of  the  voluntar}-  fire  companies.  As  these  men  stand 
ready  to  serve  the  whole  town  it  would  seem  only  fair,  if 
they  are  to  be  given  greater  insurance  protection,  that  the 
town  should  bear  the  cost. 

Article  No.  4  will  bring  up  the  matter  for  discussion. 

Snoiv  Plowing  Equipment.  One  of  the  big  problems  the 
town  must  face  soon  is  how  and  when  to  replace  our  old, 
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slow  moving  tractor  snow  plows  with  taster  and  more  mod- 
ern equipment. 

In  a  mild  winter  our  two  light  road  agent  truck  plows  do 
a  very  satisfactory  job  of  keeping  most  of  our  highways 
clear,  aided  by  the  tractors  where  needed.  Everyone  con- 
nected with  the  highway  department  is  bothered  by  the 
thought  of  what  might  happen  if  another  "old  Fashioned" 
winter  comes  along,  and  whether  the  two  tractor  plows  would 
stay  in  operation  to  do  the  job. 

Town  snow  fighting  methods  dilter  greatly.  Aiany  have 
purchased  large,  powerful,  four-wheel-drive  truck  units, 
such  as  the  Walter  Sno-Fighter,  especially  designed  for  snow 
removal  and  little  else.  Reports  on  these  are  good,  with  large 
savings  claimed  in  o])erating  costs  after  tlie  initial  invest- 
ment. 

Other  towns  mount  snow  plows  on  large  graders.  Reports 
on  success  with  these  units  seem  to  vary  from  good  to  onl}' 
fair.  The  graders,  of  course,  do  a  summer  job  as  well. 

Still  another  answer  is  a  fairly  large,  conventional  drive 
truck,  such  as  the  Mack,  which  would  be  able  to  clear  more 
snow  than  our  present  light  trucks  but  might  not  handle  some 
of  our  worst  spots.  Such  a  truck  would  also  be  used  for  sum- 
mer work. 

The  purchase  by  the  town  of  a  special  four-wheel-drive 
outfit  of  the  Walters,  Oshkosh  or  F.  W.  D.  type  would  call 
for  a  revision  of  our  present  equally  divided  road  agent  dis- 
tricts as  far  as  snow  removal  is  concerned.  The  new  unit 
would  handle  the  bulk  of  the  load  all  over  town,  with  every- 
thing else  supplemental  to  it. 

Probably  half  of  our  residents  will  remember  the  1927 
light  F.  W.  D.  truck  formerly  owned  and  used  by  the  town 
for  plowing  snow.  Present  models  of  this  and  other  makes, 
equipped  with  modern  plows,  are  greatly  improved  over  this 
early  outfit.  Today's  prices  run  from  $10,000  to  $17,000, 
depending  on  make  and  size. 

Article  No.  5  in  the  warrant  will  bring  up  the  subject  for 
discussion,  and  your  selectmen  will  try  to  dig  up  as  much 
available  information  as  possible  before  the  meeting. 

Highways  and  Bridges.  First  a  report  on  work  accom- 
plished in  1950,  aside  from  routine  maintenance  : 

Flag-hole  Hill,  west  side  rebuilt  with  T.  R.  A.  funds. 
Beech  Hill   Road   completed  to   Camp  Marlyn  corner,  base 
coat  of  tar  and  finish  coat  of  asphalt. 
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West  end  of  Plains  Road,  finish  coat  of  asphalt. 
10  new  steel  culverts  on  town  roads. 
Tucker  Mt.  Road,  graveled  after  late  November  damage. 
Lorden  Road,  major  repair  job. 
Kearsarge  Mt.  Road,  major  repairs. 

Bushes  cut  on  by-pass  near    Mitchell   Underpass,    Flaghole 
town  line,  Lorden  road,  Kearsarge  Mt.  and  elsewhere. 

The  largest  appropriation  overdraft  occurred  in  highway 
accounts,  a  net  excess  of  about  $1,500.  In  all  fairness  this 
should  not  be  laid  at  the  door  of  the  road  agents,  most  of  it 
being  caused  by  circumstances  beyond  their  control  Several 
months  after  the  1950  town  meeting  the  State  Highway  De- 
partment ruled  that  T.  R.  A.  funds  would  be  limited  strictly 
to  construction  projects,  ruling  out  maintenance  work  which 
had  formerly  been  carried  out  on  certain  roads  with  part  of 
these  funds.  The  result  was  an  added  burden  to  be  met  by 
town  funds.  We  are  recently  informed  that  a  bill  now  before 
the  legislature  will,  if  passed  as  recommended  by  the  State 
Highway  Department,  nearly  double  T.  R.  A.  funds  be- 
ginning in  1952. 

Little  bridge  repair  was  required  in  1950.  Some  will  be 
needed  this  year. 

Fire  Departments.  We  feel  that  the  voters  should  take 
time  to  study  the  financial  position  and  equipment  needs  of 
our  two  precinct  fire  departments,  and  to  consider  whether 
the  town  should  not  increase  the  aid  now  given  them.  We  feel 
that  any  fair-minded  person  will  agree  that  the  two  com- 
panies, while  precinct  manned  and  operated,  are  town  fire 
departments  in  everything  but  name. 

The  town  itself  has  recognized  this  by  granting  each  $250 
annually.  When  this  practice  began  each  fire  truck  was  fairly 
well  equipped,  and  the  $250  subsidy  just  about  covered  opera- 
tional expenses.  Much  of  that  old  equipment  should  now  be 
replaced  or  added  to,  in  order  that  the  fire  trucks  may  con- 
tinue to  give  reasonable  service  to  the  community.  Both  pre- 
cincts have  already  gone  deep  into  their  own  funds  for  neces- 
sary repairs  and  equipment. 

Last  year  East  Andover  raised  and  spent  $625  in  precinct 
taxes  in  addition  to  the  $250  from  the  town,  mostly  for  new 
hose.  The  pumper  blew  out  seven  lengths  of  old  hose  at  the 
Colby  fire  alone.  When  precinct  funds  were  gone  the  town 
paid  for  repairs  to  the  forest  fire  portable  and  for  oil  to  keep 
the  fire  house  heated.  East  Andover  still  needs  new  booster 
and  more  portable  pump  hose. 
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Andover  has  dipped  into  water  rent  receipts  to  keep  its 
tire  truck  in  operation,  funds  which  should  be  set  aside  for 
water  system  maintenance.  The  Andover  truck  should  carry 
some  sort  of  portable  pump,  such  as  East  Andover's  Hale, 
to  make  it  of  more  value  at  a  fire  where  water  is  not  closely 
available. 

We  recommend  that  grants  to  the  precincts  be  increased 
to  $500  each.  If  the  town  decides  to  insure  the  firemen  the 
general  fire  fund  should  be  increased  from  $250  to  $400. 

Town  Libraries.  The  library  trustees  feel  that  present  use 
of  the  town  libraries  warrants  an  increase  in  the  $300  appro- 
priation which  the  town  has  made  for  several  years.  They 
point  out  that  the  cost  of  books  has  been  increasing,  and  that 
the  $300  no  longer  covers  as  much  ground  as  it  used  to. 

White  Pine  Blister  Rust.  Protective  work  was  carried  out 
in  x'Vndover  again  last  summer,  although  the  town  did  not 
appropriate  the  requested  $400.  Under  a  new  1949  law 
selectmen  are  enjoined  to  pay  for  blister  rust  work  whether 
voted  by  the  town  or  not.  We  paid  the  bill  of  $398.16,  an 
amount  which  almost  accounts  for  the  1950  decrease  in 
surplus.  We  are  informed  that  the  town  must  appropriate 
$400  in  1951. 

Last  May  17th  we  arranged  and  advertised  a  field  trip  to 
see  the  effects  of  blister  rust  in  Andover  woodlots.  Present 
were  District  Supervisor  George  Richardson,  Acting  State 
Forester  William  Messeck,  your  selectmen,  and  a  few  others. 
It  was  unfortunate  that  more  were  not  present  to  see  the 
infection  in  pines  of  various  ages  found  on  the  Stone,  Graves 
and  Dodge  farms.  Effects  of  the  disease  were  plainly  evi- 
dent, and  only  the  question  remains  whether  the  protection 
work  of  the  blister  rust  crews  is  worth  the  annual  $400  cost. 

Timber  Tax  Law.  It  is  still  too  early,  after  one  six-months 
period  of  operation,  to  judge  the  success  or  failure  of  the 
new  severance  tax  law  which  relieves  standing  wood  and 
timber  from  taxation. 

Only  limited  operations  were  carried  on  in  Andover. 
Severance  taxes  assessed  locally  amounted  to  only  $212. 
The  fund  set  up  by  the  law  to  reimburse  the  towns  proved 
insufficient  to  meet  demands,  and  more  is  being  asked  of  the 
legislature.  Andover  received  its  pro  rata  share  of  $1,808.33, 
and  will  probably  receive  the  balance  of  $331.97  eventually. 

The  new  law  has  increased  the  selectmen's  work  some- 
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what,  in  extra  bookkeeping  and  checking  on  huiibering 
operations.  Cooperation  is  not  too  good.  If  kimbering  activi- 
ties increase,  their  work  will  be  increased  in  proportion. 

There  are  no  minimum  exemptions  under  the  present  law. 
Any  person  who  cuts  lumber,  wood  or  pulp  for  sale,  or  even 
fuel  for  his  own  use  upon  land  of  another  person,  should 
obtain  from  the  selectmen  and  file  an  '^Intent  To  Cut"  blank, 
before  he  starts  cutting. 

Tozvii  Ihidfjet  for  1951.  There  are  so  many  uncertainties 
in  the  financial  picture,  as  this  report  goes  to  press,  that  the 
town  budget  we  have  drawn  up  does  not  give  a  complete 
picture  of  taxation  requirements  for  1951.  1950  figures  are 
used  for  both  county  and  school  taxes.  The  actual  1951 
county  tax  will  be  determined  at  some  future  time  by  the 
county  delegation,  and  what  the  legislature  will  i\o  to  state 
aid  to  education  is  anybody's  guess.  The  new  formula  pre- 
sented b)-  the  State  Board  of  Education  would  give  Andover 
greatly  increased  financial  aid  if  passed,  and  go  a  long  way 
in  reducing  local  taxes. 

The  school  board  reports  that  it  expects  to  have  some  sur- 
plus left  over  this  year  which  can  be  applied  toward  tax 
reduction. 

Not  included  in  the  budget  are  any  figures  covering  the 
possible  purchase  of  new  snow  plowing  equipment.  1  f  such 
is  voted  probably  some  part  of  the  cost  should  be  absorbed 
by  the  budget  estimate  for  general  highway  expenses,  and 
part  of  the  purchase  price  covered  by  borrowing.  There 
would  also  be  a  turn-in  allowance  on  one  of  our  tractor  units. 

Depending  entirely  upon  some  of  these  now  unknown  fac- 
tors, it  could  be  possible  to  hold  the  1951  tax  rate  down  to 
the  present  level,  and  it  is  equally  possible  that  a  consider- 
able increase  may  be  necessary.

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REPORT  OF  VICTOR  E.  PHELPS 
FOREST  FIRE  WARDEN 


During  1950  we  had  one  strictly  wood's  fire,  near  the 
gravel  bank  on  Andover  Plains.  This  July  fire  did  little  dam- 
age, but  cost  plenty  to  put  out  when  it  burned  deep  into  the 
dry  ground  and  all  water  had  to  be  trucked  in.  Proctor 
Academy's  new  fire  truck  demonstrated  its  worth  for  this 
kind  of  job,  carrying  more  water  than  our  precinct  trucks. 

What  m'ght  have  been  a  bad  situation  in  the  woods  near 
Highland  Lake  at  the  Colbv  barn  lire  was  averted  again  by 
the  timely  arrival  of  the  Proctor  truck.  With  both  precinct 
units  busv  protecting  buildings,  the  lliird  truck  was  free  to 
operate  in  the  woods. 

For  botli  building  and  woods  fires  the  addition  of  some 
sort  oi  portable  pump  on  the  Andover  fire  truck  might  add 
greatly  to  its  efficiency  in  a  real  emergency.  With  the  added 
danger  of  possible  incendiary  fires  if  our  country  is  forced 
into  open  war,  we  cannot  be  too  well  prepared  to  meet  an\- 
situation. 

The  spring  school  for  wardens  and  deputies  was  held  this 
year  at  Bristol.  Your  warden  and  five  deputies  attended. 
John  Jediny  Jr.,  has  been  added  to  the  deputy  warden  force, 
replacing  Lawrence  C.  Rising,  resigned. 

Fire  permit  regulations  remain  the  same.  For  all  outdoor 
burning  after  the  snow  is  gone  a  permit  must  be  obtained 
from  the  Fire  Warden,  good  for  one  day  only.  Remember 
that  the  warden  or  his  deputies  are  required  to  investigate 
every  reported  fire  at  once,  and  that  the  cost  of  investigation, 
suppression,  all  damage  done,  and  a  possible  stiff  fine  as 
well,  are  the  liability  of  anyone  lighting  an  unauthorized  fire. 

Please  C(j-operate  with  us  again  in  keeping  our  fire  damage 
at  a  minimum.

REPORT  OF  MARGUERITE  S.  HEARN 
DISTRICT  NURSE 


I  hereby  submit  mv  report  for  nursing'  services  rendere-l 
during  the  3'ear  of  1950. 

First  I  wish  to  thank  the  Selectmen  and  the  Nursing 
Committee  for  the  back-up  lights  and  directional  signals 
which  they  approved  respectively  and  had  installed  on  the 
nursing  car.  Tliese  items  were  of  considerable  value  for  both 
my  safety  and  tliat  of  patients  in  the  car  on  night  trips  and 
in  bad  weather. 

There  were  more  night  and  Sunday  calls  and  more  treat- 
ments given  at  my  home  this  year.  The  visits  are  classified 
as  follows : 

Morbidity  (visits  to  chronic  ill)  1,023 

Communicable  disease  37 

Maternity  113 

Infant?  under  one  year  91 

Preschool  137 

School  2,203 

Adult  Health  Services  249 

Not  home  or  not  found  62

There  is  a  marked  increase  in  chronic  ailments  and  injec- 
tions. Approximately  1,000  more  calls  were  made  than  in 
the  preceding  year,  and  months  passed  when  I  did  not  have 
a  day  off  because  of  the  increased  sickness. 

The  first  of  the  year  saw  a  decrease  in  the  incidence  of 
mumps.  Nevertheless  there  were  almost  daily  first  aid  treat- 
ments given  to  school  children.  This  fall  there  were  many 
cases  of  intestinal  disease,  and  since  Thanksgiving  school 
children  and  adults  have  had  chicken  pox,  which  has  been 
very  virulent  in  some  cases. 

On  July  19th  a  Pre-school  State  Physical  Examination- 
was  held  in  the  Andover  Village  School.  Dr.  Norton  and 
Mrs.  Marshall  examined  12  children  and  referred  a  few  to 
their  family  doctor  for  treatment  of  defects. 
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The  Nursing  Association  has  helped  several  needy  fam- 
ilies this  year  and  has  contacted  other  organizations  to  help 
some  children.  Clothing  and  medicine  were  given  where 
needed,  and  three  school  children  were  able  to  get  glasses  to 
correct  serious  eye  conditions.  The  grade  schools  were  sup- 
plied with  Kleenex,  hand  lotion,  and  first  aid  supplies.  The 
money  is  raised  by  the  Rummage  Sales  and  fees  from  nurs- 
ing calls ;  the  reasonable  rate  of  fifty  cents  for  visits  has  been 
maintained  despite  increased  costs  of  drugs  and  supplies. 

I  thank  all  the  townspeople  and  doctors  for  their  coopera- 
tion during  this  year.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 


To  the  School  Board  and  Citizens  of  the  Andover  School 
District: 

I  hereby  submit  my  annual  report  as  your  Superintendent 
of  Schools : 

The  international  situation,  with  the  possibility  of  cold  or 
hot  war  lasting  for  a  decade  or  a  quarter  of  a  century,  will 
greatly  affect  the  American  schools.  The  increased  national 
and  state  taxes  will  affect  every  citizen.  Federal  aid  for  vo- 
cational courses  and  for  the  federal  lunch  program  may  be 
decreased.  State  aid  should  be  increased  this  year,  but  events 
have  probably  reduced  the  amounts  that  would  have  been 
available. 

The  town  of  Andover  is  one  of  those  communities  that 
has  always  recognized  the  value  of  education.  It  is  very 
evident  when  one  notes  the  excellent  Andover  High  School, 
the  equipment,  the  books  and  supplies  for  all  schools.  The 
School  Board  devotes  all  its  meetings  to  discussion  and  study 
of  the  maintenance  of  good  standards  and  the  constant  im- 
provement of  the  schools  to  meet  changing  conditions. 

It  is  very  evident  that  the  high  schools  will  soon  be  asked 
by  the  state  and  federal  government  to  establish  a  physical 
fitness  program  to  build  the  healtli  and  strength  of  every 
pupil  so  that  they  will  be  ready  for  service  in  the  armed 
services  or  in  industry.  This  program  will  probably  be  ex- 
tended to  the  grades  in  some  phases. 

The  schools  are  being  requested  to  establish  first  aid 
courses  for  teachers,  and  for  teachers  to  instruct  the  high  and 
junior  high  pupils.  Efforts  should  be  made  to  combine  with 
other  towns  and  secure  through  the  Red  Cross  a  qualified 
instructor.  The  general  course  covers  eighteen  weeks.  It 
might  be  desirable  to  conduct  two  all-day  courses  for  all 
teachers. 

The  school  lunch  program  will  be  a  definite  part  of  the 
national  health  picture  for  the  nation.  The  federal  aid  will 
be  lower  next  year  and  the  surplus  foods  will  probably  be 
greatly  reduced.  This  lunch  program  should  be  maintained 
by  taxation,  since  it  will  be  part  of  the  national  defense 
effort  to  develop  strong  healthy  children. 

The  school  lunch  program  at  Andover  is  well  organized. 
The  excellent  spirit  and  morale  of  the  school  is  apparent 

61 


when  one  visits  ihe  noon  luncheon  and  notes  the  happy  laces, 
the  unusual  cooperative  spirit  between  teachers  and  pupils, 
the  group  singing,  the  safety  patrols  between  school  and  the 
lunch  hall,  and  the  complete  lack  of  disciplinary  troubles. 

It  is  recommended  that  consideration  be  given  to  com- 
mencing the  lunch  program  with  the  opening  of  the  school 
year  and  conducting  it  to  the  close  of  the  year,  similar  to  the 
operations  in  many  schools.  It  might  be  possible  for  organi- 
zations in  the  town  to  conduct  a  general  canning  festival  at 
the  school  during  the  summer,  with  all  the  canned  garden 
foods  donated  to  the  school.  Andover  should  consider  the 
installation  of  a  large  freezing  unit  or  units  at  the  school  or 
other  central  point.  It  would  be  possible  to  purchase  meat  in 
large  tjuantities  and  at  wholesale  prices,  for  use  during  the 
year.  Local  organizations  could  also  freeze  garden  surpluses 
during  the  summer  for  the  lunch  program.  This  program 
would  be  a  community  cooperative  venture  that  would  re- 
duce the  cost  to  the  taxpayer  and  give  the  citizens  more 
interest  in  the  schools.  It  is  impossible  each  year  for  all  or- 
ganizations to  donate  funds  for  the  lunch  program,  with  the 
many  demands  on  the  clubs  for  financial  aid  for  many 
worthy  causes. 

It  is  evident  that  Andover  needs  one  additional  teacher 
for  the  high  school.  The  Principal  should  be  free  from  teach- 
ing or  study  hall  duties  for  at  least  one-half  the  school  day, 
so  that  his  time  may  be  devoted  to  supervision  of  classes  and 
to  guidance  of  pupils. 

Visual  education  is  constantly  developing.  It  is  an  educa- 
tional advancement  to  see  the  program  advancing  in  An- 
dover. The  film  strip  projectors  are  inexpensive  and  three 
hundred  dollars  will  purchase  a  very  extensive  library  of 
film  strips  that  are  available  every  day.  A  motion  picture 
machine  is  also  desirable,  although  film  service  is  expensive 
and  generally  not  available  at  the  right  time  for  the  unit 
being  studied. 

Consideration  should  be  given  to  securing  more  tuition 
pupils  from  neighboring  communities  that  do  not  maintain 
high  schools.  The  addition  to  the  Andover  High  School  has 
made  possible  better  curricula  at  Andover  High  School. 
a  situation  that  was  lacking  when  some  schools  withdrew 
tuition  pupils. 

The  School  IJoard  purchased  new  seating  units  for  one 
room  at  the  high  school  this  year.  This  was  a  very  economi- 
cal purchase   since  the  prices  have  been  greatly  increased 
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since  the  purchase.  The  high  school  painting  and  renovations 
during  the  summer  have  made  the  school  present  a  fine 
appearance. 

The  School  Board  is  to  be  commended  for  changing  its 
shop  and  home  economics  courses  to  federally-aided  courses. 
The  purchase  of  new  equipment  for  both  rooms  and  the  re- 
arrangement of  the  home  economics  room  will  give  the  An- 
dover  pupils  a  better  education. 

The  Andover  schools,  thanks  to  an  understanding  School 
Board,  and  the  support  of  the  citizens,  are  well-supplied  with 
books  and  teaching  materials.  A  reasonable  amount  of  money 
each  year  keeps  modern  books  in  the  schools,  and  also  gradu- 
ally builds  a  good  library  of  encyclopedia  and  dictionaries. 

I  wish  to  thank  the  School  Board,  the  Principal  and 
teachers,  and  all  the  citizens  of  Andover  for  their  help  and 
cooperation  during  the  year.
